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Goddard Museum Saves 


Hoosier School Memories 


The G oddard Schoolhouse, 
located about five miles west of 
R ushville, w as re-dedicated 
Sunday afternoon in an informal 
ceremony at the building. 


In 1972 the Indiana Junior 
Historical Society took over the 
building by a lease agreement 
with 
th e p resent property 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. Gene D. 
Miller, and started a restoration 
process, 
resulting 
in 
the 
building as it is today serving as 
a museum of education. 


It is an authentic restoration 
of a “ turn of the century" 
country school. The orginal bell 
was found on the floor in one of 
the cloakrooms underneath a 50- 
year accumulation of discarded 
I arm 
m achinery 
and 
was 
reinstalled. The desks are of the 
same type as were in use during 
the period. 1885-1916, when the 
school w as in use. 


In doing this restoration the 
IJHS received assistance from 
Lotus F. Miller, of Cambridge 
City, who attended the school 
until it was closed in 1916. He 
gave a gift of $1,000 and his 
valuable advice regarding the 
inferior of the school when he 
was a 
pupil there.

dedication address. He opened 
his rem arks saying “1 am sure 
that my experiences in this 
small closely knit community, 
that this one-room school house 
served, 
have 
been 
very 
beneficial to me in this short trip 
through life. A com m unity 
where every parent knew every 
parent and every child 
” 


The speaker continued telling 
of other close friends he had 
made in other schools of higher 
learning. And in honoring this 
sm all co m m u n ity ,’’ do not 
construe this to mean that I 
think that the Rush County 
School System is too large. You 
must rem em ber that this one 
room 
school 
house 
was 
an 
educational 
system 
in 
the 
“horse and buggy"’ days, but 
now we are in the Mechanical 
age. Today, Rushville is not as 
far away as students were from 
I his school 90 years ago. In rural 
area of Rush County the present 
Rush County School System can 
be to Rush County what his one- 
room school was to District I, 
Walker Township, so long as the 
parents, teachers and students 
keep that warm , close, friendly 
feeling for one another. But the 
minute that you, the parents 
allow your new school system to 
take on the hard role of the big 
city, then your students will join 
the ranks of w hat's wrong with 
America Today,’’ Mr. Miller 
concluded. 


And 
in closing "I 
hereby 
declare this the dedication of the 
Restoration of Old 
Goddard 
School, 
D istrict 
I, 
W alker 
Tow nship, 
Rush 
County, 
Indiana," Mr. Miller stated 


The speaker was the first 
g ra d u a te of Rushville High 
School from Walker Township, 
graduating in 1921. He was a 
graduate of Purdue University 
and received a scholarship and 
did advance schooling at Iowa 
State University.

We congratulate Mr. Miller and all who had a hand in 
the project. It w as not easy. Long neglected, the structure 
had to have a new roof and floor, it was repainted, and the 
interior was renovated to the point school could be opened 
tomorrow. A pull on a new- rope will even ring the old bell 
in the belfrey. 
Betsy told us the school was built in 1885, and pointed out 
the stone above the door which attests this fact. Desks of 
that day have been secured and are in place. A 
“ sim ulated” blackboard has been installed, even to the 
scheduling of classes, on the blackboard behind the 
t e a c h e r ’s c h a ir less d esk , c o m p lete w ith th e w ord 
g ra m m a r misspelled several times.

Better Mend His Ways — Or Else

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (CPI) 
— Robert A. Citron, perhaps 
more than any other man. is 
constantly reminded of the 
violent nature of this planet and 
the abuse heaped upon it by its 
allegedly most intelligent ani­ 
mal - man. 
Earthquakes, floods, volcanic 
eruptions, oil spills, bird and 
tish kills, defoliation, discovery 
of 
Stone 
Age-tvpe 
people, 
meteorites and the strange 
doings of the kingdoms of 
animals and insects are all just 
part of a day's work for Citron 
and his staff at the Smithsonian 
Institute Center for Short-Lived 
Phenomena. 
Finding out 
about 
these 
things is just the beginning for 
the center The major function 
is swiftly alerting scientists and 
experts around the world via its 
vast communications network 
so research teams can investi­ 
gate on a scope previously 
unavailable. 
A Belter Understanding 
What has resulted is a better 
understanding of this planet 
and a heightened realization 
man had best mend his ways. 
Citron has been director of 
the center since its founding in 
1%8. and that gives him a 
unique view of the situation. 
The center started small but 
found such widespread accept­ 
ance in the scientific communi­ 
ty that its growth has been 
considered a phenomenon in its 
own right 
The center acts as an early 
ecological alert system and 
clearing house for gathering 
and distributing information on 
shortlived events, both natural 
and man-caused. Using more 
than 
3.000 
correspondents 
around the world, the center is 
able to alert interested persons 
in various disciplines about 
occurring events via telephone, 
cable, telegram and teletype 
circuits. 
This has allowed scientists 
unprecedented opportunities for 
Held research. 
The events covered fall under 
tour basic categories: earth 
science, biological science, as- 
Irophysical and urgent an­ 
thropological events. 
“Dynamic Planet” 
Citron, reflecting on six years 
as head of the center, said the 
most important thing that has 
resulted is the knowledge that 
tin earth is a “very terribly 
dynamic planet *’ Many things 


people think are unusual are 
really routine as far as nature 
is concerned, such as earth­ 
quakes and volcanic eruptions. 
“When we started, scientists 
weren’t aware whether there 
were five or 
10 volcanic 
eruptions a year.” Citron said 
“Now we know there are at 
least 20 or 30 a year.” 
The other vital knowledge, 
the scope of which might have 
escaped public awareness had 
it not been for the center, is 
“the incredible increase in 
pollution events that we’ve 
reported.” Citron said 
The center covered 22 pollu­ 
tion events in 1970. 20 the 
following year. 27 in 1972 and 57 
last year. 
“Man. by his myriad of 
activities, is creating m re 
havoc with the environment 
than he ever has before.” he 
said. “We’ve noted a distinctive 
increase in the number oí 
pollution events —oil spills, fish 
kills, defoliation and chemical 


poisoning ol fish and wildlife." 
Citron thinks the center’s 
constant worldwide vigilance 
may help spur governments to 
curb such potentially catas­ 
trophic events. 
“This information is going to 
have great value because it's 
going to give the policy 
makers, the decision makers, 
information on which to develop 
their global monitoring pro­ 
grams and their global environ­ 
mental assessment programs.” 
Citron said
